undiscovered place. After two hours’ search 
smoke was seen coming from the bulkhead in 
front of the after hold, which contained sugar 
and tea. The bulkhead was eo hot that it was 
blistered and the smoke was perceptible at 
the ventilators, Without giving an alarm to 
the passengers the Captain put about and 
steamed full speed for Hakodate, the nearest 
port. Holes were cut with difficulty in the 
bulkhead, above where it was hottest, dnd wa- 
ter was forced in. 

This continued until morning, when the 
starboard hatch was opened and many chests 
of tea and sacks of sugar were hoisted to the 
deck in an effort to locate the fire. But the 
vapor from the steaming tea suffocated the 
men and it was impossible to play upon the 
burning spot or get the tea and sugar away. 
The bulkhead, however, soon became cooler, 
showing that the progress of the fire had been 
checked. On opening the hold at Hakodate 
about ten tons of burnt sugar and tea were 
found in the locality-where the electric wires 
were fused. After the last embers were ex- 
tinguished the steamer resummed its journey. 
So serious was the danger at one time that 
the ship’s boats were lowered, watered, and 
provisioned. 


LIVES LOST IN A WELSH COAL PIT. 


A Terrific Explosion Just After 150 Men 
Entered the Mine—All Likely Dead. 

Lonpon, Aug. 26.—A fearful mining acci- 
dent occurred this morumg at the Park Slip 
Coal pit, near Bridge End, a mining town in 
Glamorganshire, Wales. The day shift of 
miners had not been long in the mine before 
a terrific explosion was heard. The day shift 
comprised 150 men, and their relatives and 
friends rushed to the pitmouth to learn the 
extent of the disaster. The explosion had 
caused the earth and rock to fall and the 
mouth of the pit was closed. Not a single 
man of the 150 in the mine made his escape. 
Hundreds of the miners in the vicinity volun- 
teered their services and the work of clearing 
the pitmouth was pushed as rapidly as circum- 
stances would permit. 

At 6 o’elock this evening a rescuing party 
ascended to the surface, bearing with them 
two men whom they had found near the bot- 
tom of the pit.. Both the men were badly 
burned and unconscious. The physicians 
hold out little hope of their recovery. Shortly 
after these men were brought up the flames 
from the burning pit ascended and set fire 
the structure at the pit head. <> 

When the flames issued from the pit all hope 
was abandoned. Those who eseaped death in 


the explosion have certainly been suffocated 


or burned to death: The disaster is one of the 
worst that has occurred in the mining district 
for many years. 

A large number of rescuers are working in 
the Park Slip pit. Many have been hoisted 
up exhausted. Seven miners found dead 
have not yet beef brought to the surface. [he 
explosion was felt over an area of ten miles. 
It caused tremendous falls of earth, which 
completely blocked the galleries. As the 
workings extend 1,700 yards it is hoped that 
some miners who were working at a god dis- 
tance from the shaft where the explosion oc- 
curred will be rescued alive, 


STRUCK BY A WILD FREIGHT ENGINE. 


Bold but Only Partly Successful Attempt 
of an Engineer to Check It. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Aug. 26.—(Special. ]—

ansville & Terre Haute railroad was wrecked 
at Farmersburg this nrorning. The conductor 
and engineer were in the telegraph office at 
that place when a brakeman saw a wild en- 
gine coming along the track.

Hints of a Change in Policy. 


Now it is claimed by some who are appar- 
ently more friendly to the Superintendent 
than they are to the Mayor that Mr. Wash- 
burne changed his views in reference to the 
evils of gambling shortly after he had taken 
his seat, or, to put itin a more charitable way. 
yielded to the judgment of some of: 
his advisors, who held that gambling could 
not »be suppressed, At all events, it was 
hinted about a year ago that the Mayor con- 
templated allowmg a limited number of 
houses to open up. It was also known that a 
strong effort was being made by influential 
politicians who were friendly to this policy 
to bring abouta change. It was generally 
supposed that, if Mr. Washburne ever in formed 
the Superintendent that he had decided to 
change his policy in this respect and directed 
him to countenance the evil, even to a limited 
extent, there would be a breach between them 
and that there would bea vacancy in the office 
of General Superintendent. 

Further than this, it was hoped by some 
who were not exacting as to whether the gam- 
bling houses were allowed to run or nog, that 
such a rupture would occur. Supt. McClaughry 
has not been overpopular with a certain class 
of politicians, and they were not particular as 
to how he got out of the office so long as he 
did get out. 

Apparently the Mayor abandoned his sus- 
pected intentions as to allowing the gam- 
blers a little leeway, and little was heard 
about the matter for a while. 


Washburne and McClaughry Confer. 


It is stated that six months ago certain 
gamblers began to complain of having been 
“treated badly.” Itis stated also on good 


“authority that the Mayor and Superintendent 


of Police had a conference, and that the sup- 
pression of gambling was discussed. This 
conference was perfectly cordial, and there 


was apparently little difference of opinion be- 


tween the twe officials. Itis admitted, how- 
ever, by the friends of the Mayor that 
Mr. Washburne told the General Superintend- 
ent that the advisability of allowing three or 
four houses in each division of the city to 
open up had been suggested to him. It is 
understood that the argument had been 
brought to Mr. Washburne.that gambling 
could not be totally suppressed and that it 
would be far better tosanction a few houses 
and put them under police regulation than: to 
attempt to keep all closed. | 
According to the story Mr. Washburne 
asked Mr. McClaughry what he thought of 


‘such a plan. It is claimed that Supt. Me- 


Claughry replied promptly that it would not 
do; that if one were allowed to run all must 
be; and that he assumed the position at once 
that all must be treated alike. It is said 
that McClaughry knew well that the Mayor 
could not allow all to open up, and at once 
proceeded to show his superior the folly of 
partiality. 

This ended the matter, and, so far as 
known, Mayor Washburne and Supt. Mc. 
Claughry have not attempted to get together 
on the gambling question since. 

Mysterious Influence Working. 


Hall who claim to be posted have known that, 
while on the surface all was peace between the 
Mayor and the Chief of Police, in reality 
there was a constantly growing hostility. 
Certain of the gambling fraternity have not 
hesitated to “calldown” the Chief for his 
alleged disobedience of the implied orders of 
his superior. To add fuel to the smoldering 
fire it is said that certain police officers have 
received verbal instructions from the Mayor 
not only to disobey the instructions of the 
head of the department, but even to thwart 
any raids he may maugurate. 

Whether Chief McClaughry believes this to 
be true cannot be positively stated, as he con- 
tinues to profess faith in the genuineness of the 
Mayor’s desire to suppress gambling. The 
recent raids, however, have hastened the 
crisis, and it is generally understood that 
within a few days one of two things will hap- 
pen: Either the Mayor will direct Maj. Mc- 
Claughry to continue his war on the gamblers 
without fear or favor,. assuring him of con- 
stant and abundant support, or an open rupt- 
ure will be at hand, which could have but one 
result, the retirement of Maj. McClaughry 
and the demorualization of the police force.

f this treatment, which is analagous to that 
employed by Jenner in smallpox and by 
Pasteur in hydrophobia, Dr. Haffkene. who 
has been studying at the Pasteur Institute 
some years, claims to be the 
discoverer. He is confident that 

inoculatory method will do for 
cholera what it has already done for smallpox 
and hydrophobia. He has used choleraic vac- 
cine upon several animais with the result that 
none of them has died, while of those animals 
subjected to the poisonous virus and not inoo- 
ulated all have died.

If all persons would 
drink freely of sulphuric acid lemonade, made 
by simply adding ten or fifteen drops 
of sulphuric acid to a quart of ordinary 
lake water, boiled and then iced, or to any of 
the numerous spring waters, 2 in suffi- 
cient sugar to make it pallatable it would be a 
good preventive.

the prophylactic. Two days after the use of 
sulphuric acid was stopped two new cases 
occurred and the epidemic was 
again arrested by t use of 
sulphuric acid. In the surgical wards the acid 
was used from the beginning of the epidemic 
and in these wards, although in no way isolat- 
ed, the disease failed to make an appearance. 
In view of this statement of facts the pre- 
ventive should be used freely andearly. It

prompt simple treatment. Cholera is gener-

THERE IS NO NEED OF ALARM, 


Prof. John B. Hamilton Says America Can 
Handle Cholera if It Comes, 

Prof. John B. Hamilton, ex-Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the Marine Hospital Service, and at 
present in the Marine Hospital Service here, 
sounded a note of warning yesterday to those 
health officials in the country who are doing 
much to convince the public that cholera is 
near at hand. Prof. Hamilton takes the view 
tnat while there 1s danger there is absolutely 
no occasion for alarm. Unnecessary and re- 

ted warnings, he says, are liable to pro- 

uce a panic and result injuriously to the 

World's Columbian Expositiog. Prof. Ham- 
ilton said: 

“TI think there is absolutely no occasion for 
alarm although there is every reason for ex- 
treme vigilance on the part of those intrusted 
with the maaagement of our sanitary matters. 
The national and local authorities have better 
sanitary arrangements than ever before, the 
laws are more practical, and sanitary science 
has more resources than formerly. The sani- 
tary officers throughout tne country are fully 
alert, but some of them seem to forget that 
one of the most importapt duties of an officer 
charged with eee administration is the 
prevention of panic. Panic which paralyzes 
the industries and dries up the channels of 
trade does almost as much harm as the epi- 
demic itself. 

The recent circulars issued by the depart- 
ment at Washington are nearly identical with 
former circulars sent out in 1876, 1883, and 
188. Cholera has been repeatedly threat- 
ened from — 2 and there were several 
cases at the New York quarantine when the 
cholera prevailed on the Mediterranean from 
the French troop ships. Every effoft was 
made to take the n precaution quietly 
and without sensation. Marine Hospital 
officers then on duty at New York, Drs. Arm- 
strong and Kinyoun. went to the quarantine 
station and aided the health officer, The laws 
on which the government must rely are: The 
National Quarantine act of April 29, 1878, 
drawn by the late Surgeon-General Wood- 
worth; the act of Aug. 1, 1878, drawn by my- 
self, and the Inter-state Quarantine act of 
March 28, 1890, also framed by me. The first 
act provided for external quarantine by land 
and sea, the second provid alties for the 
infr ment of that act and for the construc- 
tion eight seaboard quarantine stations, 
and the last provided for interior quarantines 
or detention stations at State lines in case the 
actual presence of an epidemic made it neces- 
sary to protect the travel between the States. 

For sanitary work within the States we 
have State Boards of Health and Municipal 
Heaith Officers, and at no time in the history 
of our country has there been greater vigi- 

ce than now, so that whatever may be 
result in Europe, where the conditions ma 
greatly differ from our own, there is no n 
of or of fear that cholera may spread, if 
it does secure a landing on our shores. The

High Compliment Paid the Pastor of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church of Chicago 
—Friends Doubt Whether He Will Ac- 
cept—His Wide Field of Labor in This 
City—Sketch of His Successful Career in 
the Ministry — Something About the 
School and Its Distinguished Graduates, 

The Rev. Dr. M. Woolsey Stryker. pastor of 
the Fourth Presbyterian Church, Rush and 

Superior streets, Chicago, has been elected 

President of Hamilton College, Clinton, N. 

v. Dr. Stryker and his family are not in the 

city and it was impossible to learn yesterday 

whether the position offered would be accept- 
ed. One fact, however, makes it appear that 
the trustees ot Hamilton acted advisedly when 
they made their choice of Presidenf, Dr. 

Stryker is now, or has been within a few days, 

at the home of his uncle, John Stryker, 

n Rome, N. V., Which is within 

a few miles of Hamilton College 

and where the trustees could easily 

confer with him. Dr. Stryker is a graduate of 
the institution to which he has been called, 
and always felt the deepest interest in its 


progress. 

The members of the Fourth Church are un- 
willing to believe that they are to lose their 
pastor. A. H. Mulliken, ons of the elders of 
the church, said last night: 

“Dr. Stryker said nothingto the officers of 
the church before leaving the city of any in- 
tention of giving up his pastorate here. It 
would be unlike him to keep silent if he had a 
well-formed plan of accepting a call elsewhere, 
and if he has agreed to leave us it is because 
circumstances have arisen euddenly that make 
him believe such a course his duty and for the 
best. I do not believe, however, that such is 
the case, and I am quite sure that he will not

A member of the Fourth Church and an in- 
timate friend of Dr. Stryker’s family said: 
hope for the sake of our church that Dr. 
Stryker will not accept the call to Hamilton 
College, but I know how dear he holds that 
institution, and if he thinks that it is his duty 
to go there—that the call is something more 
than a worldly one—he will go and temporal 
consideration will have no weight.”’ 

Dr. Stryker was bora in New York 41 
years ago and is the son of a Presbyterian 
clergyman. His maternal grandfather was 
Admiral Woolsey of the United States Navy. 
He was graduated from Hamilton College in 
1872 and immediately entered the Auburn 
Theological Seminary, completing his course 
there in 1876. He was pastor of Calvary 
Presbyterian Church at Auburn for nearly 
two years, leaving there to take a church at 
Ithaca, N. Y., Where be remained three years, 
gaining during that time the name of a 
strong, earnest worker. For three years 
after leaving Ithaca he occupied the pulpit of 
the Holyoke (Mass.) Congregational Church, 
which he left to come to the Fourth Church, 

in 1885. 

. Stryker is known as a preacher 
of forcible and scholar! sermons. He 
has written a number hymas, issued 
a collection of Sunday-school songs, and is the 
author of a volume ofreligious poems call 
„The Songs of Miriam.”’ 

Prospered Under His Pastorate, 

The Fourth Church has. prospered greatly 
under his pastorate. The contributions for 
mission work at home and abroad have in- 
creased largely and the missionary efforts of 
the members have been wisely directed. Dr. 
Stryker helped in the building up of the Ital- 
ian Mission, and the Howe Street Mission of 
the Fourth Church has prospered beyond ex- 
pectation. Through,his efforts the sittings of 
the Fourth Church were made free at night, 
with the result of bringing into the services 
people that had not before beén reached. 

e Fourth Church pays Dr. Stryker $8,000 
ayear. Thesalary given the President of 
Hamilton College is not half that sum. 

Hamilton College has been in existence for 
the last eighty years, having been incorporat- 
ed in 1812. Even before that time it existed 
as the Hamilton Oneida Academy, which was 
incorporated in 1793, virtually making the age 
of the college ninety-nine years. 

founding of the academy and conse- 
quently the college was due to the Rev. Sam- 
uel Kirkland, who was a missionary for over 
forty years among the Oneida Indians and 
who died in 1808. He presented the trustees 
of the academy with the title deed to several 
hundred acres of land. The academy was 
prosperous from the start and the history of 
the college has been one of steady growth. 

Dr. Azel Backus, a Congregational clergy- 
man, distinguished in Connecticut as a preach- 
er and scholar, was the first President of the 
college. He served for five years, and his suc- 
cessor, Dr. Henry Davis, conducted the affairs 
of the institution for sixteen years, resign 
in 1838. The third President, Dr. . 
Dwight, a son of Timothy Dwight, President 
of Lale College, served only two years, being 
succeeded by Dr. Joseph Penney. In 1839 
Dr. Simeon North, a graduate of Lale, and 
for ten years the holder of the Classical Pro- 
fessorship of Hamilton, was elected President. 
He remained in charge for nineteen years, be- 
ing succeeded in 1858 by Dr. Samuel W. Fish- 
er, also a Yale graduate. In 1866, the college 
chose a President from the ranks of Dart- 
mouth’s alumni, Dr, Samuel Gilman Brown, 
for many years a professor at Dartmouth. 

The last President and the successor of Dr. 
Brown was Dr. Darling, who, at the time of 
his election to the Presidency, was the leading 
clergyman of Albany, N. 1. He died about a 
year ago, since which time the institution has 
been without a President, Prof. North of the 
faculty attending temporarily to the duties of 
the office, 

Endowments of the College. 

The law department of the college was en- 
dowed by William H. Maynard and was en- 
riched by the valuable law library which 
William Curtis Noyes bequeathed to it. The 
agricultural department was endowed by 
Silas D. Childs of Utica. The Litchfield 
observatory, one of the most noted in the 
country was endowed by E. C. 
Litchfield of Brooklyn, N. Y. Under 
the charge of the late Dr. C. H. Peters it 
attained worldwide fame, Dr. Peters discov- 
ering wore astervids than any other astrono- 
mer, livmg or dead. He died about two 
years ago. 

A * ago A. C. Soper, A. W. Soper, and 
J. Soper, of Chicago, brothers and 
alumni of the college, furnished it with funds 
for a gymnasium which has just been com- 
pleted. Another notable gift was the uest 
of the late Daniel Fayerwether of New York 
City of $100,000. 

Until within the last year the course of 
study has been severely classical, Last year, 
in obedience to the demands of the times, a 
Latin scientific course was arranged, tending 
to increase the popularity of the school. 

The college has about 1,800 living graduates, 
more of them, probably, to be found in the 
pulpits of the Presbyterian Church than in 
any other vocation. Aithough not sectarian 
or denominational in any sense, the college 
has ably supported Presbyterion Church 
through its alumni for many years.

THE HARD COAL COMBINE 18 UNCONSTI- 
TUTIONAL, 

Chancellor McGill of New Jersey has de- 
clared the Reading hard coal combination to 
be illegal, unconstitutional, null, and void, it 
having been formed for the purpose of creat- 


45 ing a monopoly in anthracite coal that would 


be injurious to the people of the State, He 
says the leasing by a railroad company of that 
State of its franchises and roads to a railroad 
corporation of another State is expressly for- 
bidden by law. Its effect was to combine coal 
producers and carriers and to partially de- 
stroy competition in the production and sale 
of a staple commodity of the State. This 
held to be a corporate éxcess of power which 
tends to monopoly at thé public injury, and 
the Chancellor says “equity will disregard 
names and penetrate disguises of form to dis- 
cover and deal witli it.. His decision enjoins 
the Port Reading and the Philadelphia and 
Reading companies from continuing to con- 
trol and operate the Central rail- 
road and directs the company owning the 
latter to take possession of and operate its 
own line, And he cogently states the neces- 
sity of such an order by saying that the 
product sought to be controlled is the prin- 
cipal fuel of the homes and factories of New 
Jersey. Its population of hundreds of 
thousands are compelled to pay whatever in- 
crease in price may be successfully insisted 
on, If once a complete monopoly be estab- 
lished by the destruction of competitaon, 
whether by lease or codperation, the pro- 
moters and sharers in it may have whatever 
price their cupidity suggests. The disaster 
that will follow cannot be measured.“ 

This decision is sound in law. Is is also 
sound in its interpretation of the law, as de- 
signed and intended to protect the people 
from organized attempts at wholesale injus- 
tice, from contemplated robbery on a vast scale. 
It cannot be too highly commended for the way 
in which it asserts the rights of the public, and 
probes to the bottom the false pleas which 
have been adduced to justify the action of the 
hard coal combine. And it has a far-reaching 
reference to consequences in stating that the 
lease which is denounced as having been made 
in defiance of a strictly prohibitory statute is 
only the second step in the direction of mo- 
nopoly, the first being the lease of the Lehigh 
road. |

By and by the monopolists will run 
against some Judge like Greshain, who will 
put an effectual quietus on their wickedness, 
and render a decision which will not only 
humble that particular unholy alliance iuto 
the dust but define the situation in such un- 
mistakable terms that he must be a bold man 
indeed, besides being a thoroughly bad one, 
who will afterwards venture to concoct a 
scheme for robbing the public in any such 
manner. 

And it is imperatively necessary that such a 
solution be arrived at. For the tendency of 
these combines is to foster the growth of the 
socialism which preaches the duty of mankind 
to abolish all property rights of the individual 
and reduce everybody to the dead level of 
penitentiary duty in the shape of work and 
poor-house enjoyment of its proceeds, They 
furnish the only argument that can be 
claimed to be valid in favor of the plea for 
State ownership of energy and the things that 
are produced by its exertion, because that 
would be but an extension of the monopolistic 
plan, and might be alleged necessary as a 
corrective to the miscnefs that bring in its 
train. The monopolistic combine is thus one 
of the deadliest enemies that can possibly 
attack society in a free country, its ultimate 
development being individual and social 
suicide. :

THE q MONETARY OONFERENCE. 

The time for assembling of the internation- 
al monetary conference is not yet decided on, 
and it is just possible that some other place 
than Dresden will be chosen because of ob- 

ons raised to the selection of that city. 
But meeting will be held some time this 
fall and in one of the cities of Europe if the 
spread of cholera does not prevent it. The 
representatives of the United States will be 
Senator Allison of Iowa and Representative 
McCreary of Kentucky, both conservative sil- 
ver men, Senator Jones of Nevada, who is an 
out-and-out free coinage man, ex-Controller of 
the Currency Mr. H. W. Cannon of New York, 
and Prof. Francis A. Walker of Massachusetts, 
the two Jatter being understood to favor in- 
ternational bimetallism but to be opposed to 
any effort by our government alone to estab- 
lish and maintain the free coinage of silver. 
Politically this delegation is composed of 
three Republicans, one Democrat, and ar In- 
dependent. It does not include any one who 
is a gold monometallist, and this omission is 
in harmony with the position of the United 
States that the object of the conference should 
be to provide for an enlarged use of silver as 
moncy. Besides, it is probable that England, 
Germany, and Austria will be sufficiently 
represented by men committed to the mono- 
metallic use of gold as money to give that 
phase of the question its full quota of argu, 
ment and other suppert without any aid there- 
in from this side of the Atlantic. 

As during the last fourteen years the United 
States is the only powerful financial nation 
that has made any effort to extend the use of 
silver and elevate its value it is probable the 
history of that effort and the present condi- 
tion of the silver question bere wül form the 
basis of discussion. We may expect it to be re- 
ported that in 1878 the first effort was made 
by passing the Bland-Allison bill providing 
for the coinage of not lesa than 2,000,000 per 
month of standard silver dollars at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. It will be told that these coins 
were made full legal tender for all debts, pub- 
lic and private, and might be exchanged for 
certificates which are a full legal tender to the 
government though not by the government, but 
that the law utterly failed to restore the price of 
silver. It will be reported that seeing this 
another act was passed in 1890 providing for 
the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver per 
month, to be paid for by the issue of Treas- 
ury notes, which are a full legal tender, and 
may be redeemed with dollars coined frem 
the silver bullion thus purchased, but that no- 
body wants to present them for that kind of 
redemption while the silver in the coined dol- 
lar is worth a third less than its face or nomi- 
nal value, It will be duly stated that the law 
of two years ago declared’ it to be the policy 
of the United States to maintain the parity of 
gold and silver at the legal ratio, and that this 
has been done thus far by redeeming the 
Treasury notes in gold instead of silver. At- 
tention may also be called to the fact that at 
the beginning of this month the Treasury had 
on hand $437,864,467 of silver in standard dol- 
lars and bullion, reckoning the latter at its 
cost price, and a total of $784,056,490 in silver 
certificates, Treasury notes, and legal tender 
notes, to redeem which in accordance with 
the declaration of the act of 1890 it had on 
hand but $10,414,391 in addition to the $100,- 
000,000 of gold reserve held for the redemp- 
tion of the greenbacks. 

That exhibit will not be a particularly en- 
couraging one to be made in support of a 
plea for the free coinage of gold and silver on 
the traditional European ratio of 154, to 1, 
or the American ratio of 16 to 1. It will 
rather tend to show that our large experi- 
ments with silver have carried us dangerously 


| uear the brink of a pit, and give some of the 


delegates a chance to claim that the Latin 
Union did well to close its mints to silver and 
that there ig no good reason for a change of 
policy uow. Probably it will be hard for the 
American delegates to convince the confer-

be adduced to prove the contrary. Senator 
Jones may be enthusiastic enough to maintain 
that all the world is wrong except himself and 
his few fellow free comage - advocates 
in the United States, but it is not 
likely he can bring any one else round 
to his way of thinking. Nobody in 
the conference but himself will dream of 
giving practical condemnation to the action of 
the Latin Union when the experience of each 
succeeding year has demonstrated its wisdom. 


THE PROPOSED TELEGRAPHERS’ STRIKE. 

The International Universal Telegraphers’ 
Association was organized at St. Louis July 
19, 1888, under one Tom O'Reilly, a pro- 
fessional striker.“ Apparently at the present 
time the membership of the organization is 
limited principally to Eastern cities, but it is 
reaching out into the West, and Sept. 2 a con- 
vention will be held at Kansas City at which 
it is proposed to enroll the Western telegra- 
phers, or as many of them as they can induce 
to join the organization. The real object of 
this O’Reilly meeting is to enforce demands 
for more pay by a universal strike Oct. 1 
against the public, which, it is expected; will 
precipitate confusion in the height of the 
political campaign and at a time when com- 
mercial and banking business will be unusual- 
j ly heavy and requiring much use of the wires. 

The same utter disregard of the rights of 
the public which has been affirmed in the case 
of the Buffalo switchmen’s strike is apparent 
in the proposed telegraphers’ strike. These 
men are engaged in the servive of a quasi- 
public corporation similar to the railroads. The 
telegraph wires are really an expeditious mail 
service of the public and should be under the 
direct control of the government and should 
be a branch of the postoffice, and will be be- 
fore long. These persons who operate the 
company’s wires because Jay Gould & Co. 
may not grant certain demands are said to 
be preparing to stop the transmission of mes- 
sages and paralyze the expeditious mail serv- 
ice of the United States on and after Oct. 1. 


They may prevent, or try to prevent, the 


sending of messages, pertaining to births, 
marriages, death, iliness, business affairs, 
and possibly the pestilence itself. To expedite 
the enforcement of their demands on Jay 
Gould they are said to have chosen a period 
when the emergencies of political campaign- 
ing will make a heavy draft upon the tele- 
graph wires. By paralyzing it they seem to 
think it will hurt Gould’s feelmgs. They pro- 
pose, it is said, not only to cease working for 
the company themselves but to make their 
and militant. that

work for the company. Tom 
not yet made public all of his contemplated 
assault on the business of the public. 

Such is the scheine proposed as far as made 
known by the “ International Universal Tel- 

egraphers’ Association.” Its authors, how- 
ever, may be assured in advance that it will not 
work out to their advantage, and if they are 
wise Western telegraphers not vet in the Tom 
O'Reilly association will refuse to join it. If 
these men have a disagreement with Jay Gould 
& Co, it is solely with his company and not 
with the public who patronize the wires and 
pay all their salaries, They have no moral-right 
to strike at the public’s shoulders over Jay 
Gould’s shoulders, If there be any dispute 
to be settled with Gould’s company it must be 
settled in such a manner that the rights of the 
American public, whose money pays the wages 
of thesé men as well as the dividends of the 
company, shall not be interfered with or dam- 
aged. If they are dissatisfied with their work 
or their pay let them quitand do something 
else, If others are willing to take the resigned 
positions they have a lawful right to do so, If 
the company cannot get new men they will 
have to pay higher wages. If they can get 
them both they and the new men have a per- 
fect right to make contracts with each other 
and to oa on the police for protection, 

There ought to be some provision mede, 
some law passed, by the terms of which men 
employed by these public corporations shal! 
be empowered to bring their grievances before 
some court of equity or tribunal which can | 
speedily pass upun their merits and settle the 
contention. If something of that sort be not 
done the public will soon lay hands on both 
parties to tliese miserable quarrels which in- 
jure the public a hundredfold more than the 
corporations or the strikers, The public is 


getting tired of being placed under a crossfire 


while the contending parties are carrying on 
their wars. 


WILLIAM SPRINGER SHOULD CATCH UP 
WITH HIS PARTY ON FREE TRADE. 

Early in the last session of Congress Mr. 
William M. Springer of Springfield, III., had 
a severe attack of the grip, from which he is 
just fairly convaleseing. During his long ill- 
ness he was forbidden to read the papers, and 
hence it is that he seems to know as little 
about the political history of the United States 
during the last six months as the Patagonians. 
He is yet unaware of the fact that while he 
was sick his party deserted its old ground of 
tariff reform or moderate protection and 
moved down inte the swamps of free trade. 
He has not read the Chicago free trade plat- 
form. He has not seen Mr, Cleveland’s in- 
dorsement of it. He supposes everything is 
as it was before the grip seized him last win- 
ter. 

That is why the speech made by Mr. Spring- 
er at Detroit day before yesterday was devot- 
ed to ancient tariff history. He began where 
he left off last year—with the McKinley law— 
ignorant of the fact that the party had moved 
on while he was in the hands of the doctor. 
He belabored the law atid recounted a long 
list of alleged evils of which it was guilty. He 
said, for instance, that it had increased the 
duties on protected articles 26 per cent on the 
average. Buthedid not venture to assert 
that the consumer of thoge articles pays 26 
per cent or any more per ent for most of 
them than hedid. But as tong as the retailer 
does not raise his prices who is harmed if the 
duties are increased? The consumer is not, 
for he pays no more, The government is a 
gainer because it gets a larger revenué, If. 
the foreign manufacturer gets less for his 
products Americans need not grieve and have 
not asked Mr. Springer to weep for them. 

Mr. Springer also laid on the McKinley 
law the responsibility for the Homestead 
sympathy strike troubles, That law had noth- 
ing to do with the row in question, which grew 
exclusively out of the fact that some of the 
high wage workmen would not accept any 
lower pay on account of the decline in the 
selling price of steel, but struck, and the 
three thousand five hundred sympathetic, 
poorer-paid workmen whose pay had not been 
reduced went out with them, and now regret 
it. If the McKinley law had anything to do 
with the Homestead matter it was by reason 
of its reductions of the protection on steel. 
But Mr. Springer does not object to that re- 
duction of the tariff of 1883. 

But what is the present policy of the Demo- 
cratic party? While Mr. Springer was being 
lulled by the murmur of the waves at Fort- 
ress Monroe his party was marching on to 
free trade. It left behind it its old tariff 
reform doctrines, war-cries, and battle-flags. 
It has new principles and mottoes on the 
tariff, all of them unknown to Springer of 
Sangamon. Consequently his speech seems 
musty and like a last year’s almanac. 

The Michiganders listened to Mr. Springer 
with silent surprise, patience, and civility, 
though they said to themselves, Why is this 
man talking to us of the Democratic policy 
during the glacial period?’’ But when Will- 
iam reaches the banks of the Sangamon, if 
he makes similar prehistoric speeches there, 
his constituents will say: Rise up, William 
Springer, and go and study the Democratic 
platform adopted in Chicago June 2, 1892, 
and you will find it reads as follows: 


We denounce Republican protection as a fraud, 
a robbery of the great majority of the American 
people for the benefit of the few. We declare it 
to be a fundamental principle of the Democratic 
party that the Federal Government has no consti- 
tutional power to impose and collect tariff duties 
EXCEPT FOR THA PURPOSES OF REVENUE 
ONLY, and we demand that the collection of 
such taxes shall be limited to the necessities of 
the government when honestly and economically 
administered. 


Mr. Springer will read it and discover with 
disgust that his campaign speeches are worth- 
less, that the weapons in his arsenal are anti- 
quated, and worst of all that his book, his pre- 
cious 400-page book, on Tariff Reform the 
Paratnount Issue,” is as much a back number 
as a last century treatise on electricity. The 
Democrats have censed to be tariff reform- 
ers, and have become protective tariff de. 
stroyers. Most of the ideas set forth in Mr. 
Springer’s pages are looked on by them as un- 
constitutional. 

The feelings of Mr. Springer when he real- 
izes the fact that he is in a new political world 
and that everything has changed will be even 
more acute than those of Hip Van Winkle 
after he came to understand fully his

Tun Cook County eee have or- 
dered six of the Hawley down-draft furnaces 
and boilers for the county end of the City 
Hall,” and these will be placed in position as 
soon as possible. They wil! cost alittle lesa than 
$11,000, and the company estimates that the re- 
sulting saving in fuel will be fully $8,000 per 
year, this to be gained by the burning of 


bituminous coal, economically and smokeless- . 


ly, in place of the hard coal which has been in 
use there for the last thirteen years, That is, 
in about sixteen months the new down-draft 
appliance will pay for iteelf in the one item 
of fuel-saving, in addition to securing freedom 
from smoke and giving greater efficieney to 
the boilers, as it is admitted the Hawley ap- 
paratus gives more steam from the 
ton of good soft coal than can be ob- 
tained without it from the ton of 
anthracite, The company states that it 1s now 
putting in ten or twelve of the down-draft 
furnaces per week, that being about the ca- 
pacity of its present working force and plant. 
At this rate two or three years would suffice 
to abate the greater part of the smoke aui- 
sance from stationary boilers, as it is esti- 
mated that about a thousand in the business 
portion of the city and five hundred outside 
emit the mass or bulk of the smoke that is so 
much complained of. There is room, how- 
ever, for a more rapid solution of the problem. 
When steammakers become convinced, from 
watching the operation of the few in use, that 
the down-draft plan of combustion is by all 
odds the most economical as well as desirable 
to avoid fouling of the atmosphere they will 
want to adopt the improvement faster than it 
can be supplied under present arrangements, 
and their extension will be imperatively de- 
manded. But supply as a rule equals de- 
mand, The Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke can help on the goud cause by gentle 
reminders or stronger hints should the latter 
be necessary. Its officers may well follow 
the apostolic advice to provoke uato love ‘and 
good works. There are some people on whom 
any effort other than a provocative one would 
be thrown away.

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Certain tug owners in this city are setting 
up a novel plea which they are alleged to hope 
will protect them from prosecution for com- 
mitting the smoke nuisance. They say they 
have taken out licenses under the ordinance 
of 1883, and are now making less smoke than 
before the ordinance was passed (7). Hence 
they claim the city is equitably estopped from 
inflicting any penalty. By a slight extension 
of the rule they claim fom themselves they 
might set up a shanty on the open street, be- 
cause such a thing would not have been ob- 
jected to when the site was an open prairie, or 
plead that the city has no right to throw ad- 
ditional bridges across the stream, because 
those in existence ten years ago constituted as 
much of an obstruction to navigation as the 
tugmen were willing to bear. As well might 
one of their own firemen object to being dis- 
charged for neglect of duty, because he was 
acting no worse than at other times when his 
wages had been paid without protest. The 
next thing for these tug owners to do will be 
to allege that they have a right to steal with. 
out punishment by the jaw because they would 
not have been so punished when they were 
children. They conveniently ignore thé fact 
that the city is growing rapidly, that it con- 
tains more than twice as many inhabitants 
as it did ten years ago, that the absence of 
an effort then to abate the smoke nuisance is 
no proof such effort aught not to have 
been made, and that it is far more necessary 
now than then to move for a reform. It is 
fair to presume they will not be laughed out 
of court for making such a ridiculous plea, but 
they deserve it, and ought to be heartily 
ashamed of thetnselves for trying in this way 
to take advantage of the baby act.

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RIOTS AMONG RUSSIAN WORKMEN. 


Battle with Cossacks--A Village Burned— 
Caused by Cholera Precautions. 

Sr. Perzerssvura, Aug. 26.--The recent riot- 
ing at the Hughes Steel Works and collieries 
near Mariapol originated in the anger caused 
among the lower classes by the precautions 
taken against cholera. A mob stoned police- 
men who were taking a woman to a hospital 
and a detachinent of Cossacks was dispa 
to protect the police. The mob resisted the 
Cossacks with stones, cudgele, apd iron 
rails, one officer being knocked from 
his horse and severely injured. The 
Cossacks attacked the people with 
swords and fierce fighting ensued, 200 
and twenty soldiers being disabled. The 
crowd then sacked the hospital pharmacy. 
Later in the evening the crowd excited 
by drink tried to set fire to the village, 
The rioting was rest med next morning, when 
a mob of 10,000 terrorized the village, killing 
several Jews. They burned à village inhab- 
ited. by people employed by the Hughes 
works, not a house being spared.. They then 
invaded the factories, destroying everything, 
The damage amounts to several million 
rubles. Order was not restored until the 
third day, when two regiments and à battery 
of artillery appeared on the scene. The agi- 
tation continues and is spreading to the min- 
ing districts. Further trouble is feared. 


FRENCH GREETINGS TO RUSSIA. 


Good Feeling Between the Republic and 
Empire Shown at a Banquet. 

Sr. Pererspure, Aug. 26.—An incident has 
oceurred which affords another illustration of 
the feeling that exists between France and 
Russia. The French delegates to the Inter. 
national Railway Congress, which is to be 
held here, are making a visit to Warsaw. To- 
day they were driven in carriages to various 
points of interest about city, and among 
other places they’ visit was the milita 
camp at Molokoff.

Sma, Aug. 26.—The Ameer of Afghanistan 
has written a letter to the Indian Government 
in which he says that the administration of the 
external affairs of his country is in the hands of 
the British and he asks what course to pursue, 
as he cannot endure a continuation of the 
hostile accion of Russia.

The passengers step on the platform 
which can be made to move at any desired speed 
and, — hold of a movable hand- rail, they 
are carried to the top, where an automatic 
contrivance ‘gently forces them to step off.

THEY LIFTED THE CATTLE QUARANTINE. 


The Indiana Sanitary Commission Releases 
; the Isolated Cattle. 

InpIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 26.—[Special. |— 
The State Sanitary Board and Live-Stock 
Commission was in the city investigating the 
quarantine which was ordered Wednesday on 
the stock-yards and the several abattoirs of 
the city to prevent the spread of Texas fever. 
The quarantine was, as it now appears, hasti- 
ly ordered owing to the death of four or five 
cows in West Indianapolis. When Dr. Adams 
Earle of Lafayette, President, arrived this 
morning, he at once ordered the qarantined 
cattle delivered to their owners, saying 
that with the quarantine regulations, 
which had been uniformly foll-wed 
by the slaughter firms and the 
stock-yards there was no possible danger and 
no need of the general quarantine. The quar- 
antine was ordered by Dr. Earle on à misun- 
derstanding of a telegram sent by a local vet- 
erinary surgeon. isease, if it be Texas 
fever, was probably contracted by the cattle 
intruding upon an almost inaccessible point 
where the shipping cars are cleaned and disin- 
fected. Twelve native cows have died.

FAVORABLE OUTLOOK FOR COTTON. 


Only in South Carolina Are the Conditions 
Poor for a Good Yield. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 26.—The last seven 

days have resulted in an improved outlook for 

the cotton crop. The best prospect, as here- 


regularly in some sections and where the re- 
port says the crop will be the largest for ten 
years, despite decreased acreage. Needed 
rains have fallen in Arkansas, where, although 
the crop is late, it will be about as large as 
last year’s. There is a better outlook in the 
Memphis district, where the lateness is the 


worst fault of the crop. This is due mostly to 


the recent flood. In Mississippi there has 
been too much rain, and some quarters report 
the plant not fruiting as it should. in Louisi- 
ana there has been a cessation of the continu- 
ous rains, followed by cloudy weather, which 
has prevented rust and shedding, so the situa- 
tion there is more cheerful. In South Caro- 
lina there is little change from the unfavorable 
conditions heretotore reported, which make 
the crop late and poor. Reports of boll worms 
are more frequent than a week ago, but allsay 
their work will not do serious ddmage at any 
point. Caterpillars are heard of in both Mis- 
siésippi and Alabama, but they have not done 
much harm.

Canada’s Unfriendly Spirit Will Eventually 
Compel the President to Take More De- 
cisive Action—Is Merely a Sapper of the 
‘United States—Not Probable That the 


People Will Refuse to Exhibit—Denies* 


Blaine’s Statement-To Cut a Canal 
Above Sarnia to Dodge the St. Clair. 


Wasuinetox, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special. ]— 
No hint has yet been received from Canada 
that the Dominion will take the only means 
left to it in order to prevent the imposition of 
the St. Mary’s Canal tolis. This would be to 
revoke the discrimination in the Welland 
Canal rates. As the collection of these tolls 
will begin in less than a week, it isthought that 
if Canada intended to act it would have done so 
by thistime. The general comment on the 
letter written by Secretary of State Foster is 
that it is strong and t> the point; and is a 
suitable response to the extremely id 
and impudent communication from the 
ish representative on the behalf of the Cana- 
dian Guvernment. The policy of this govern- 
ment from this time forward in dealing with 
Canada is well defined. The minimum meas- 
ure of retailiation only has yet been resorted 
to. What has been dune does not bar more ag- 
gressive and damaging retaliation if there is a 
necessity for it. It is probable that at no re- 
mote period the retaliation by this country 
will be extended to the transportation of 
goods in bond across this country if Canada 
maintains its present attitude. The. threat 
contained in Mr. Herbert’s letter that Canada 
will not cease her discrimination against the 
United States if the President’s proclamation 
is enforced is extremely offensive to this gov- 
ernment, and it is felt that Canada ht to 
remember that while the Canadian 
railroad is one of the strongest in the world 
now it would be worth little if the outlet for 
its commerce through the United States 
should be cut off. Thereis no privilege en- 
joyed by the United States through the 
courtesy of Canada which is of as great value 
as this of the transshipment of goods in bond 
which is permitted through United States 
territory. Canada is, to a great extent, a sap- 
per on this country for its subsistence and is 
an unprofitable as well as a disagreeable 
neighbor.

There was but little betting in the rooms, 
and most of that little was on the Dixon-Skelly 
fight, Dixon’s price is one to three on. The 
favorite combinations contained both Sulli- 
van and Dixon, differing only as to the light- 
weights, about whom opinion seems to be 
evenly’ divided. . 

Chairman Frank of the Transportation 
eqmmittee has gathered information from 
the railroads with reference to the 
many special trains which will bo 
run to the fights and has received answers 
as to numbers which are absolutely certain.

It might be pos- 
sible for the Commissioners to call upon members 
to refuse to 1 in rates lower than those 
which would be made in the usual manner of 
making rates to Colorado common points. It is 
hot considered expedient at the present time to 
force upon an unwilling outside line the adoption 
of the reform desired. 

It is such decisions as the foregoing that 
weaken the Western Traffic Association. 
Lines members of that association have no

There is no good business‘reason why the 
Memphis line, Alton, and Great Western 
should join the Western Traffic Association, 
and as long as the Com missioners continue their 
present policy they certainly never will.

CANADIAN PACIFIC WILL FIGHT. 


It Demands a Subsidy for Keeping Out of 
San Francisco. 

The advices from the ttanscontinental meet- 
ing in New York are rather meager. It has 
not transpired whether anything has thus far 
been accomplished in regard to the payment 
of a subsidy to the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship company. The opinion here is 
that the Southern . Pacific will suc 
ceed in forcitig all the disccontented 
roads to do its bidding. There is but one road 
which the Southern Pacific cannot bulldeze 
and that 1s the Canadian Pacific. The latter, 
it appears, had been enjoymg a subsidy the 
same as the Pacific Mail Steamship company, 
which the Association lines had to pay, al- 
though the Southern Pacific has been the only 
read benefited by the agreement with the 
Canadian Pacific. The subsidy was paid to 
the latter to keep it from taking business to 
and from San Francisco, 

The Southern Pacific now is unwilling to 
longer pay the subsidy to the Canadian Pa- 
cific, taking the position that the latter has no 
line to San Francisco, but has to use steamers 
between Vancouver and San Francisco. But 
the Northern Pacific has to do the same be- 
tween Portland and San Francisco, and the 
Canadian Pacific people insist that they must 
have their subsidy or they will make such 
rates to and from Sag Francisco as will pre- 
vent the direct line from getting much of the 
business. It is not probable, however, that 


the Canadian Pacific can make rates so low 


as to prevent the clipper lines from doing the 
business and consequently its threat has at 
the present time but little terror for the 
Southern Pacific people, 

But the Canadian Pacific means to fight if 
the transcontinental foads knock out its 
subsidy. 


DECIDED BY THE COMMISSIONERS, 


Western Traffic Association Lines Instruct- 
, ed as to Rates. , 

The Commissioners of the Western Traffic 
Association through Chirman Walker promul- 
gated yesterday a number of important decis- 
ions regarding freight rates in the territory 


of the association. 

In the matter of through rates and divi- 
sions on imported cement from New Orleans 
via boat line through St. Louis to points in 
the association. territory the commissioners 
decide as follows: 

Western Traffic Association lines are hereby 
authorized to unite with Mississippi River boat 
lines from New Orleans via St. Louis in through 
rates on imported cement to Missouri River 
points, Colorado points, Utah points, and inter- 
mediate points, which shall not lower between 
the same points than the through rates in force at 
the time on the same article via all-rait lines, and 
divide the same on ail-rail percentages; provided, 
that the division thus made of the rates shall in 
no case allow to such boat lines a gréater sum 
than their local rate in force at the time on the 
same commodity from New Orleans to St. Louis, 
nor a greatersum at any time than the present 
local rate of IIK cents per 100 pounds; and pro- 
vided, further, that all rates and divisions at any 
time made upon said traffic shall be filed with the 
Chairman of the Western Freight Association. It 
is also provided that in no case shall there be any 
reduction made from the established all-rail 
through rate before dividing, either on account 
of wharfage charge at New Orleans or otherwise. 

Regarding a proposition to establish a spe- 
cial commodity rate on salt from St. Mary’s 
to Kansas City the following.ruling is made: 

The rate on salt from Hutchinson and other 
salt producing points in Kansas to Kansas City 
was fixed at 11% cents per cwt., after much con- 
tention and as a matter of special adjustment be- 
tween producers in the Eastern, Ceutral, and 
Western States. The maintenance of a perma- 
nent basis of rates ou this commodity is greatly 
to be desired. The present adjustment has been 
made the subject of litigation, in which the ac- 
tion under which the exist rates were estab- 
lished was fully approved. a result thereof 
salt producers in Kansas are able to market their 
product freely at points on the Missouri River. 
The present difference of 1% cents in favor of St. 
Mary's would seem to be as great a difference as 
can safely be authorized. The establishment of a 
special commodity rate from t point would 
seriously imperil the general adjustment of salt 
rates now in effect from all points. The applica- 
tion must therefore be denied. 

In the matter of the application for a modi- 
fication of the rates on lime from the Missis- 
sippi River to Colorado points the Commis- 
sioners suggest that the rates on lime from 
all points named be forthwith restored to 25 
cents. This advance should be made by con- 
sent of all interested lines, and if not made by 
Sept. 15 a further reduction in the Mississippi 
River rates from 25 cents to 21 cents is au-

MURDEROUS ATTACK BY STRIKERS. 


A Manufacturer and Three Friends Have 
a Narrow Escape from Death. 

New York, Aug. 26.—Jacob Wischert, pro- 
prietor of a shoe factory at Williamsburg, and 
three friends had a narrow escape from death 
last evening at the hands of an infuriated mob 
of strikers and their sympathizers. For sev- 
eral weeks a strike had been in progress in 
Mr. Wischert’s factory. Monday a large force 
of non-union hands was taken on, and since 
then the new men have frequently been as- 
saulted. Last evening Mr. Wischert left the 
factory in company with John Teafe, a shoe 
manufacturer of Boston, and two other shoe 
men from Rochester. Owing to the frequent 
assaults Mr. Wischert had applied for police 
protection, and before he left the factory the 
reserve from the Stagg Street Station were 
summoned, and under their guardianship the 
quartet started for Broadway, where they in- 
tended to takeacar. At Harrison avenue, 
the boundary of the precinct, the police left 
them ana they continued on their way alone. 
The crowd, which had been large before, had 
by this time increased to nearly 1,000, and 
abuse and curses were showered on the four 
men until they reached Heyward street, where 
they were completely surrounded and forced 
up against the side of a house. 

Abuse was now ery for stones, sticks, 
and other missiles, and there is little doubt 
that they would soon have been stoned to 
death had not three of the police officers who 
had formed part of their escort seen their dan- 
ger, and, charging through the crowd, which 
was com of atvgry men, women, and 
children, opened a way for them to the corner 
of Broadway. There the four shoe men made 
their escape, but the crowd closed in on the 
policemen, who would have fared badly but 
for the timely arrival of the Clymer Street 
Station reserves, who had been notified of the 
riot. After a brief struggle they managed to

THREE POWDER MAGAZINES EXPLODE. 


Houses Situated a Mile Away Ruined by 
the Concussion. 

GainEsvIL_z, Tex., Aug. 26.— Three powder 
magazines, belonging one each to the Dupont, 
the Rand & Nally, and Hazard Powder com- 
panies, blew up here yesterday afternoon. 
There were about 600 kegs of powder in the 
magazines. Lightning had been darting 
through the skies all the forenoon and at 1 
o’clock a bolt struck one magazine, which ex- 
ploded, at once wiping the two others from 
the face of the eartlf. The concussion was 
terrific ; the earth trembled, and men. women, 
and children rushed to the streets. The shock 
broke thousands of windows, and in some in- 
stances ruined houses a mile distant, The 
explosion was heard. at Whitesboro, fifteen 
miles away. Cattle grazing near the maga- 
zines were kilied and terribly mangled. 
Every house within a mile of the magazines 
was badly damaged, and in many of them the 
inmates were thrown to the floor and seriously 
injured. Half a dozen persons received dau- 
gerous wounds from broken glass and falling

an average loss of one-twentieth of 1 
per cent. No reliable data have been re- 
ceived in respect to the failure of other 
than. national banks, although for the year 
ended June 30, 1891, it was stated that 117 out- 
side institutions had failed. These financial 
corporations had liabilities aggregating $38,- 
271,511; while their assets were $20,794,092, the 
loss being 45.2. Upto Jan. 1, 1879, a tabie 
compiled by the late John J. Knox showed 
that during the sixteen years which had 
elapsed from the organization of the national 
banking system 210 private institutions had 
failed. There were claims against these con- 
eerns aggregating $88,440,028, while the 
amount paid and yet to be paid ag- 
gregates $58,152,638, the losses being 882.616, 
661. Losses in Illinois and Ohio during thirty 
years aggregated $8,039,102, an amount 
greater by $1,798,913 than the total loss to 
creditors by ail the national bank failures 
which had occurred upto Jan. 1, 1879, This 
statement was made as a supplement to a 
report by the Controller showing the condi- 
tion of the national banks in the United 
States at the close of business July 12, 1892. 
At that time the national banks numbered 
3,759, with resources aggregating $3,493,794,- 
587. Some of the features of this abstract 
were: Capital stock paid in, $34,678,203; 
surplus fund, $238,239,971 ; individual deposits, 
$1,753,339,680, and amount of circulation out- 
standi $172,651,889 ; this amount including 
notes of insolvent banks, those in voluntary 
liguidation and those which have deposited 
legal tender notes under the acts of June 20, 
1874, and July 12; 1882, for the purpose of re- 
tiring their circulation. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE, 


London Will Probably Be Selected as the 
Place for the Meeting. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special. |— 
Owing to the fact that the United States and 
Great Britain are the countries most interested 
in a settlement of the silver question, and this 
being coupled with the prevalence of cholera 
on the Continent it is quite likely that the In- 
ternational Monetary conference will be held 
in London. Secretary Foster is understood 
to be favorable to this idea, and by the time 
that he returns to Washington next Tuesday 
this location will probably be determined 
upon. Instructions have been given 
at the Treasury Department to prepare 
statistics for the United States from the 
date of the coinage act of Feb. 12, 1873, up to 
the present time, showing all the details con- 
nected with the remonetization of silver. 
Statistics will also be compiled s i the 
amount of silver in circulation throughout the 
United States and other countries, together 
with a brief history of coinage legislation in 
the United States. Notime has been fixed 
for the assembling of the conference, but it 
will probably not be attempted before cold 
weather, say about Oct. 1 of this year. Mem- 
bers of the Commission on the part of the 
United States are pretty well informed as to 
the scope of their duties, having had frequent 
and recent consultations with the Secretaries 
of the State and Treasury Departments. 


TO SUBMIT DESIGNS FOR THE MEDALS. 


Secretary of the Treasury Foster Asks the 
Board of Managers to Act. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special. }— 
Secretary Foster of the Treasury Department 
in a communication today to the Board of 
Managemert of the Chicago Exposition called 
attention to the provision in the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation in relation to the bronze med- 
als for exhibiters of the big Fair in 1893. Ac. 
cording to the text of the section Congress re- 
solved that 50,000 bronze medals and the nec- 
essary dies therefor, with appropriate devices, 
emblems, and inscriptions, commemorative 
of the Exposition celebrating the four 
hundredth anniversary of the discovery of 
America by Christopher Columbus, shall be 
repared under the supervision of the 
retary of the Treasury at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $60,000, and the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, under the supervision of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, shall prepare plates and 
make therefrom 50,000 vellum impressions 
for diplomas at a cost not to ex $43,000. 
These medals and diplomas shall be delivered 
to the World’s Columbian Commussion 
to be awarded exhibiters in accordance with 
the provisions of the act of Congress approved 
April 25, 1890. Authority may be granted by 
the Secretary of the Treasury to the holder 
of a medal, properly awarded to him. to have 
duplicates made at any of the mints of the 
United States from gold, or silver, or bronze, 
at the expense of the person desiring the 
same. ‘These medals are to be three inches in 
diameter and nine inches in circumference, 
and it is proposed to have the managers of the 
Exposition make suggestions as to the designs 
which will be most satisfactory to them. 
Accompanying the communication of the 
Secretary of the Treasury was a suggestion 
that the artists and designers of the United 
States be invited to submit specimens of their 
skill in a competitive contest, an award to be 
made for the best and most satisfactory de- 
sign. Several names of well-known artists 
were suggested to the Board of Managers, 
coupled with the request that they should be 
invited to submit designs in the proposed 
contest.

SURPLUS OF WHEAT IN CANADA, 


The Dominion Will Have About 20,000,- 
000 Bushels to Export. 

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 26.—The total wheat 
crop of Canada will be 55,000,000 bushels. In 
Ontario the crop will be 33,000,000 bushels, 
against 32,000,000 bushels last year. In Man- 
itoba and in the Northwest it will be 20,000,- 
000 busheis, against 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
bushels last year. Other provinces will yield 
probably 2,000,000, against about 3,000,000 
bushels last year, making the total this year of 


55,000,000 bushels, against 62,000,000 to 65,000,- 


000 in 1891. re is considerable old 
wheat left in the country, and, deducting the 
amount of wheat necess for home require- 
mente and consumption, total exportable 
surplus this year will be 20,000,000 bushels, or 
about 10,000,000 less than last year. The yield 
in Manitoba this year was short as compared 
with last year. 

The total oat crop in Canada this year will 
be 85,000,000 bushels, against 90. 000 last 
year. The total barley crop will be 17,000,000 
bushels, against 19,000,000 bushels Jast year.

HAS BEEN FINALLY SETTLED. 


West Chicago Presumably Touches Bottom 
—Cholera Responsible for Another Un- 
easy Day on the Board of Jrade—A Big 


Action of Heavy “Longs — Full Quota- 
tions from the South Water Street Mar- 
kets—Other Commercial News. 


It is now claimed positively that the beer war 
has been settled. So much is admitted by the 
people who are managing the settlement and who 
are supposed to speak for the Brewers’ Associa- 
tion. Just what the basis of the settlement is the 
attorneys refuse to make public. It is said, how- 
ever, that the séttlement was reached, not by 
any mutual agreement, but by actual purchase 
of the breweries outside the combination. 
According to a recent statement of President 
Raulston of the Brewers’ Association there are 
only four broweries outside of the combine, the 
most important oneof which is the Monarch. 
According to a, bank official who is authority on 
brewing and malting affairs these breweries 
have been bought up by the association body 
aud soul.“ The report was received current on 
the stock exchange, and the demand for Brewing 
and Malting common was rather better than 


from the opening to the close. Afew days ago, 
however, the stock was marked up 10 points on 
the same rumor given with less corroborative 
evidence than was produced yesterday. 

The feature of the day’s trading on the local ex- 
change again was the pronounced break in West 
Side stock; and the following rally to the old 
scalé’of prices. At the first call the stock opened 
at 207 and was sold down under stop orders as 
low as 202%. Between calls it was bid up to the 
207 point and along in the afterneon went up to 
208 for the first a¢count, and closed with a sale of 
50 shares for the second account at 210. The low 

— of the day was just 30 points below the 

chest point reached in the receut advance. 

North Chicago stock sympathized in the decline 
of West Chicago, buf not in the rally. It opened 
at 264 and went down to 255. Not a sale was 
made of City railway stock or of bonds of any 
kind at either call. In fact, the market was rather 
narrow and on the morning call only four stocks 
were represented on the sale list. One sale of 
Diamond — at 141 and one at 142 were made.

DEPRESSED BY CHOLERA NEWS. 


The Trade Much Worried by the Character 
of the Foreign Advices—Lower Prices. 
The weak cables, talk of demoralized markets 
on the other side, a reported bank failure in Lon- 
don, and the depressing tone of private foreign 
advices led to general selling of wheat at the 
opening. Most of the prominent commission 
houses had selling orders from the East, and the 
selling orders were followed by dispatches relat- 
ing to the ravages of the scourge. Northwestern 
news was bullish and Northwestern traders were 
among the best buyers of the session. A 
great many shorts improved the op- 
portunity to cover, and a few 
tial traders like William Dunn took considerable 
wheat.

“Primitive Man in Ohio.” 

The Putnams have issued a work by War- 
ren K. Moorhead on the above named sub- 
ject, which presents in readable form most of 
the facts now known with respect to the 
earliest traces of man in the region southwest 
from Lake Erie and north of the Ohio River. 
The author says that the statement of Dr. 
Wright-—viz., that man was on this continent 
at the period when the climate and ice of 
Greenland extended to the mouth of New 
York Harbor—has finally been verified. So 
also has the same writer’s prediction that 
traces of pre-glacial man would be found in 
terraces and gravel deposits of Southern Ohio. 
This latter yao was confirmed by the 


discovery of a chipped implement of black 
flint eight feet. below the surface at 


Madisonville, about eleven nifiles north- 
east of Cincinnati, and five miles 
back from the Ohic River. Another 


chi bble (limestone) was discov- 
. in 1887, and still later 
a palaeolith was unearthed from the terrace 
gravels at New Comerstown in Tuscarawas 
County, having a strong resemblance to those 
which are found in the Valley of the Somme 
in Northern France. It is remarkable that 
New Comerstown is forty miles south of the 
giacial boundary of Ohio. The valley in 
which it is situated has physical features that 
show an eminent adaptation to the primitive 
conditions of life, as indicated by the imple- 
ments themselves which have been found in 
the neighborhood. The valley has been formed 
by erosion through the parallel strata of 
sandstone and limestone which there compt 
the cc al formation. The summits of the hills 
on either side rise to heights of 300 to 500 
feet, and their perpendicular faces abound 
even now with commodicus shelters for 
primitive man. Butin pre-giacial times the 
trough of the Tuscarawas was 175 feet deeper 
than at present, that quantity of glacial gravel 
having been deposited along its bottom, thus 
raising it to its present level. Hence in pre- 
glacial times the opportunities for shelter 
must have been much superior to those now 
in existence. 
and other facts described indicate 
that just as early man in the old world had to 
contend with ferocious brutes, such as the ter- 
rible machairodus with its keen dagger-like 
tusks. and with the mammoth, so did our 
rimitive American race have to contend with 
uge jaguars and bears larger and more for- 
midable than those of the present day. Nor 
were these the only animals that men battled 
with in their struggle for existence. he 
mastodon, the megatherium, tne mylodon, the 
roe ge and the elephant, all had to be at- 
tacked with wretched weapons of stone in 
order to obtain the food necessary for sub- 
sistence. Naked and wretched as primitive 
mar was, he triumphed over the trials and 
dangers that beset him, and his descendants 

5 increased till they were to be num- 

red as the leaves of the forest. 

Traces of man’s occupancy of America have 
been found fora period so remote that we 
cannot appreciate its vast an‘iquity or ap- 

roximate to it by any time-measure. At a 

ater time, when the glacial terraces were in 
process of deposition and the great glacier 
was descending from the North, primitive 
man had his home on this continent. Here 
we find traces of a people who built rude 
hearths upon the surfaces of the terraces 
along the banks of rivers, and it may be in 
the same period, or even in more recent 
times, erected imposi mounds and earth- 
works upon them.” The skeletons of the 
brachycephalic (broad- headed) people in the 
collections exhumed from the Great and 
Little Miami Valleys and those of the Scioto 
and Ohio suggest that they were strong and 
well built, and in stature slightly superior to 
the dolicocephali (long-heads). No skeletons 
of 1 size were discovered, and there is 
little doubt that the progenitors of the Ameri- 
can races were in height subject to the same 
variations of stature which areto be remarked 
among our recent tribes. In some of the 
large mounds the crania are remarkable for 
their great thickness and low, retreating, nar- 
row foreheads with heavy suverciliary ridges. 

The author concludes with the remark: 
We cannot overlook the fact that the crania 
and skeletons examined by us, many of them 
excavated by our own hands, approach sume- 
what the negro in their anatomical character- 
istics. They are those of an inferior race, 
with strong meso (middle) and brachycepb- 
alic affinities. None of the characteristics of 
tre Mongolian or Mongoloid types are pres- 
ext in any of the Ohio crania that we have ex- 
amined. They are evidently those of a peo- 
ple whose racial type was created and fixed on 
the American continent—in other words, the 
American race.“

The Data of Ethics”’ (republished), “‘ In- 
ductions of E and The Ethics of Indi- 
vidual Life.“ Mr. Spencer bases his whole eth- 
ical system on the principle that ali human ideas 
of right, justice, and duty have been slowly 
evolved from experience first of the lower 
animals and then of man, teaching was 
most pir Seat for the individual and for the 
race. Hence he rejects the doctrine that there 
is in the human mind an implanted 
sense of “oughtness,” or moral obli- 
gation, which is pecuhar to the human 
race. He works out this principle of 
expediency with great ingenuity and arrives 
at the conclusion that altruism, or an im- 
— regard to the interests of all men is the 
ighest motality. This doctrine he skillfully 
applies to the various relations of the human 
family. So far his doctrine of nght and duty, 
as finally reached in his reasoning, might al- 
most seem to have been borro from the 
Golden Rule of Christ. But as he is an ag- 
nostic,”’ both in relation to the being of a per- 
sonal God and to the belief in individual im- 
mortality, he applies this doctrine of ics 
only to humanity in the present life.

“The Runaway Browns is the name of a 
die amusing and characteristic story by 
Mr. H. C. Bunner, author of The Midge 
and editor of Puck. Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Brown, a verdant young couple froin Phila- 
delphia, quit their suburban home in search 
of adventures. They intend to be absent a 
year, but their crop of adventures is gathered 
so soon and proves. to be of such a char- 
acter that a single week of travel suffices 
their wants. In that brief period they join a 
company of barnstormers, narrowly escape 
from drowningin the Tunkhawanna River, 
drive a tin-peddler’s wagon, and study the in- 
terior of the Greenhill County Jail. Mr. Bun- 
ner’s magic lantern is well supplied with 
comic slides; that of the ** Aristocratic Tour- 
nament at P. W. Skee’s Park is not the 
least enjoyable. Mr. Shouwman’s remarks, 
too, have a certain humor of their own. The 
dinner at the Ontowasco House, Greenhill 
Plains, was just a section of that great din- 
ner which is served at 1 o’clock on week days 
and 2 on Sundays in 100,000 hotels from Maine 
to Mendocino. One day it begins with fish 
and the next with soup. ‘he soup is called 
barley soup or beef soup, according as the 
barley or beef gets the upper hand.

Shorten Them Would Be to Omit Mr. 
Breckinridge’s Speech — Conciliatery 
Work of the Council of Administration 
Magical Changes Shown on a New 
Map of the Grounds—Preparations for 
the October Opening. 


That program for the dedicatory ceremo- 
nies Oct. 21 next is to be revised and cut down 
by the Council of Administration. As out- 
lined at present the ceremonies that day will 
last for five hours. This the council decided 
yesterday was too long a time, and the desire 
was manifested to reduce it to four hours. 

The exercises are to be held in the big Man- 
ufactures Building,\where accommodations 
for seating 80,000 people will be provided. To 
keep this immense throng in quiet subjection 
for five hours was regarded by the council as 
something impracticable. The program pro- 
vides for the presence on this occasion of 
President Harrison, Vice-President Morton, 
the members of the Cabinet, the Judges of 
the United States Supreme Court, the Gov- 
ernors of the forty-eight States and Terri- 
tories, the Ministers of foreign nations resi- 
dent at Washington, the Chicago board of 
forty-five directors, the 106 Nationak*{om mis- 
sioners, and scores of Congressmen and Sena- 
tors. Four hours, the council concluded yes- 
terday, would be a sufficiently long time for 
holding this group of distinguished people, 
not to mention the throng of 79,000 other per- 
sons, more or less, who as an audience would 
he free to move about and create an endless 
disturbance. 

It is probable, therefore, that several num- 
bers of the program as outlined by the Com- 
mittee on Ceremonies will, if practicable, be 
omitted. In this connection a good many di- 
rectors think that time would be saved and

The Council has shown its willingness to 
harmonize the presumed differences existing 
between Director-General Davis and Minister 
of Works Burnham. One of its first official 
acts was to pass upon the proposition which 
came from Mr. Burnham of granti to a 
garbage crematory company the privilege of 
erecting a furnace and disposing of the refuse 
on the grounds. Mr. Burnham’s request was 
favorably acted upon. When that had been 
done the Council not only so notified Mr. 
Burnham but at the same time notice was 
sent to Director-General Davis. Heretofore 
Col, Davis has been permitted to discover 
after a lapse of time, and principally through 
his own exertions, what instructions had been 
issued to Mr. Burnham through the Commit- 
tee on Grounds and Buildings, whose duties 
are now abosrbed by the Council.

MAGICAL CHANGES AT THE FAIR,” 


Many New Buildings and Other Features 
Ad Within Six Months. 

Since the map of the World’s Fair 
grounds and buildings at Jackson Park was 
printed nearly six months ago many impor- 
tant changes have taken place. Almost every 
day indeed adds to the magic growth of that 
wonderful enterprise. Many new buildings 
which have been provided for have sprung up. 
New schemes of transportation about the 
grounds have been devised. Additional con- 
cessions upon the Midway Plaisance have 
been granted. The scheme for a railway en- 
tranee at the southwest corner of the park 
has been perfected. The pier at the south in- 
let has been extended from 1,200 feet to 2,500. 
Its width has been increased, and for the con- 
venience of passengers a moveable sidewalk 
2,500 feet long has n located on the pier. 

The new map contains a sketch of the 
Midway Plaisance showing the number and 
character of the thirty-six concessions which 
have been granted for that tract of ground. 
A brief glance at the key to the Midway 
Plaisance will show that a journey from one 
end of it to the other will be equivalent 
almost to a trip around the world. The visitor 
when he starts out may see a village of 
Dahomey, an Austrian village, a Chinese tea 
house, a Morocco exhibit, a Roman house, an 
Algerian village, a street in Cairo, a Moorish 
palace, a Turkish village, a panorama of the 

urmese Alps, a German village, a Dutch 
settlement, a Japanese bazaar, a Venetian 
village, and a large number of other attrac- 
tions.

THOSE CHARGES AGAINST MR, BELL. 


The Investigation Adjourned Subject to 
the Call of Treasury Agent Horr. 

The investigation of the charges that Gov- 
ernment Architect M. E. Bell had allowed 
Contractor Edward Johnson to obtain a con- 
tract for work on the Government Building in 
an illegal manner was ended for the time being 


yesterday. Special Treasury Agent Tingle left 


for Washington, leaving Treasury Agent Horr 
in charge of the inquiry. Mr. Horr conducted a 
short session at the Auditorium Hotel. The 
investigation adjourned subject to the call of 
Mr. Horr. Only one witness, Mr. Phillipson 
of the Phillipson Decorating company, was 
heard. His testimony was unimportant. His 
bid for the work was a trifle over $19,000. He 
was not present when the bids were opened 
and knew absolutely nothing about the allega- 
— of unfairness in the award of the con- 
ract. 

Mr. Bell was assured by Mr. Horr that he 
would be furnished a transcript of the evi- 
dence presented against him in order that he 
might give evidence in rebuttal of the charges. 
From all that could be learned the investi- 


_ gators do not put much faith in the allega- 


tions. 

This is the second investigation of the kind 
Mr. Bell has undergone. When he was Super- 
vising Architect of the Treasury under Presi- 
dent Arthur Mr. Bell had charge of the bids 
for a toffice site in Brooklyn.

charged that Mr. Bell had made $100,000 on

RELIC OF EARLY NAVIGATION. 


Ancient Wooden Anchor Taken from the 
Bottom of Green Bay. 

One of the many curious exhibits which will 
be shown in the Transportation Department, 
and one which will be of interest to lake Cap- 
tains, will be an old wooden anchor in use on 
the lakes 100 years ago. It is a primitive con-

trivance, and has been secured for exhibition 
by Chief Smith through the State Historical 
Society of Wisconsin. 

This old anchor was taken from the bottom 
of Green Bay, Wisconsin, four years ago.- It 
is a curious contrivance, and was not uncom- 
mon on trading vessels on the upper great 
lakes in 1792. The anchor is about five feet 
across from tip to tip of the flukes and about 
four feet high. It is regarded as a picturesque 
relic of early navigation. Three of the legs 
are a part of the stump which forms the head.

Visitors to the World’s Fair will be afforded 
the opportunity of a three-mile ride through 
the canals and lagoons about the wooded isl- 
and in Jackson Park on a fleet of electric 


launches. 5 

The idea of substituting electric motive 
power for steam in the propulsion of these 
pleasure craft was advanced nearly two years 
ago by the landscape gardeners of the Exposi-

tion, F. L. Olmsted & Co. Like many other 
features of the Exposition, this fleet of electric 
boats will be a new departure. It 1s well 
known that throughout the entire world there 
are less than half a dozen electric launches. 
But the Exposition company was willing to 
follow the suggestion of Mr. Olmsted, and. as 
a resuit a contract has been awarded the 
Electric Launch and Navigation company of 
New York for the construction of fifty boats 
thirty-four feet long with six feet breadth of 
beam, and twenty additional launches of a 
smaller size. a 

The first number is expected to make the 
three-mile round-trip course from the grand 
basin at the south end of the park northward 
through the north canal and around the 
wooded island * * oint in one 
hour.

RUSSIA GIVES 60,000 RUBLES, 


Its National Commission Will Make a Good 
Exhibit—What Foreign Papers Say. 

Russia newspapers for July announce that 
the Ministry of Public Domain has appropri- 
ated 60,000 rubles for the purpose of making 
an exhibit of the agticultural products of 
Russia, and a pamphiet in Russian and Eng- 
lish will be printed explaining the agricultural 
The action of the 
American people in sending corn to the famine- 
stricken districts of Russia is stirring up the 
people to make an exhibit at the World's Fair 
as a grateful duty. Itis announced that the 
famous Russian painter of marine, Mr. I. K. 
Aivazevaki, who is 75 years old, leaves his 
home for Chicago bringing with him seven 
paintings relating to the discoveries of Colum- 
bus. Three of these are old pictures and four 
have been recently painted. 

Greek papers talk of the work that is now 
being done in the Parthenon of Athens in 
molding some of the finest statues, of which 
models will be sent to Chicago. . 

The German papers cry out against Sunday 
closing. They say it is supposed that in tne 
music hall of the Exposition famous preach- 
ers will preach on Sunday, and that, under 
this pretext, 2 will de admitted to the 
main grounds, although the shows and Ma- 
chinery Hall will be closed. 

The Exposition Graphic Chicago, an illas- 
trated paper, is being published in Leipsic,

Arrangements 
have been made for a new elective course in phys- 
ics, with laboratory work. During commence- 
ment week the alumni in attendance subscribed 
$500 to be expended by Prof. Hartshorn for the 
benefit of the physical laboratory, and graduates 
are now engaged in raising a fund for the pur- 
chase of additional apparatus for the chemical 
laboratory. Of the twelve members of the class 
of 92 who wished to teach nearly all have ob- 
tained desirable positions. 


Women are slowly but surely elbowing men 
out of the primary school teaching in England. A 
few years ago there were 22,842 pupil teachers, 
1,236 assistant téachers, and 12,027 certificated 
teachers at work in the popular schools of the 
country. These numbers have now risen to 28,131 
pupil teachers, 13,508 assistant, and 47,828 certfi- 
cated teachers. In 70 of every 100 primary teach- 
ers of each sex and grade, 57 pupil teachers, 60 
assistant, and 48 certificated teachers were wom- 
en. Today out of every 100 similarly taken, 77 of 
the pupil teachers, 77 of the assistant, and 60 of 
the certificated teachers are women, which is bad 
formen. The aggregate number of girl pupil 
teachers in 1870 was 7,273; today this branch of 
the pedagogic service sums up to 21,771, an in- 
crease as nearly as possible of 200 per cent. 


The engineering courses of the Lawrence 
Scientific School of Harvard University are now 
well organized and established upon a technical 
basis sufficiently broad to meet the requirements 
of the most advanced engineering practice of the 
present time. Those courses which represent the 
necessary and essential portions of the pro- 
fessional occupations of civil, topographical 
mechanical, and electrical engineers are required 
in the work of every student in the department. 
These courses extend thro four years, the 
first two of which are devo mainly to general 
cultivation in French and German mathematics, 
geology, physics, land and railroad surveying. The 
ast two years are more especially technical. The 
department of engineering is provided with a 
special library amounting to about 3,000 volumes.

NEGROES WHO YEARN FOR AFRICA. 


Dr. Blyden Thinks a Million Would Like 
to Return. 

London News: In his interesting address 

before the Liverpool Geographical iety on 

the subject of England and the Black Race,“ 


Dr. Blyden, the Minister Plenipotentiary 
from Liberia, declared that what is 
needed to push civilization into the in- 


terior is the Liberian method of imp rting 
civilized negroes from the United States 
and the West Indies, and the plantation of 
settlements upon the coast and in the interior. 
These negro farmers, he said, would take up 
lands, push out among the natives, and set 
the example of improved mechanical and agri- 
cultural operations. The natives would then 

n follow the example of the settlers in 
house building, road and bridge making, 
farming, and school and church going, and 
without friction ur violence fall into paths of 
civilized life. 

Dr. Blyden declares that there are at this 
moment more than 1,000,000 negroes in the 
United States who are anxious to return to 
their fatherland. But because there are con- 
flicting utterances among them the United 
States Govérnment does not see its way to 
assist those who wish to emigrate, fearing that 


it might seein they were trying to fo away 
a portion of their population. Fe nglish- 
men, he added, understand the strong desire 


of the Southera Stute negroes to return, and 
even in America there is but little recoguition 
of that strong feeling.

It is a confirmed smoker. Mr. Aliyn says the 
wind carries its sooty product across the top 
of his stack, which, to a hasty glance seems to 
be the offender. The Commerce Building’s 
furnaces are equipped with asteam-jet. It is, 
claimed that it works so successfully that the 
chimney smokes only at rare intervals, ana 
then not offensively. It is, however, conceiv- 
able that the smoke which it emits at such 
times is wafted into Board of Trade windows 
ifthe wind is in the east. The east wall of 
that buildmg is not over 100 feet from the 
chimney. 

Maj. Dibble’s Opinion, 

In speaking of the point raised in Justice

Each Recipe Will Repay Study and Reward

To make Virginia corncake put one and a 
half pints of milk over the fire to heat. Add 
one heaping tablespoon of butter. When 
scalding hut pour the milk over one quart of 
sifted Thdian meal and mix well together. 
When cool stir in half a pint of wheat flour, a 
tablespoon of sugar, a little salt, and two well- 
beaten eggs. Bake in two greased tins and 
serve hot. ) 

For orange marmalade take large, ripe 
oranges, with thin, bright-colored skins, weigh 
them, and allow to each pound of orauges one 
a of loaf sugar; peel the yellow skin from 

alf of the oranges as thin as possible and 
throw it into cold water; put it over the fire 
cover it closely to ag the steam, and boil 
slowly until tender. hile this 1s cooking 
break the rind from the other half of the 
oranges, take out the pulp and juice. 
throwmg away the cores and seeds. Put 
the sugar in.a porcelain-lined kettle, with 
cold water. allowing half a pint of water for 
every pound; beat half as many whites of 
eggs as you have pounds of sugar, and add to 
the sirup; stir sugar until dissolved, then set 
it over the fire and boil until clear and thick; 
skim Off all the scum which rises; with a pes- 
tle pound the covked rinds until fine, then 
add them to the sirup and boil ten minutes; 
stir well; now add the pulp, juice, and grated 
rind, boil half an hour (it should be trans- 
a gerd take off and partly cool; then 4 

to glass jars and tumblers and seal wit 
writing paper. 

Jum avle is a Spanish Creole dish. Wash 
one pound rice and soak it one hour. Cut up 
a colt roast chicken (after you have taken the 
skin off) in small pieces and add one slice of 
ham, fried a littie; then chop fine, add the 
rice, chicken, and ham together, and pour 
over it one pint of hot water; put it in a ket- 
tle and cover closely: set it where it will stew 
slowly forty minutes; season with salt and 
butter. . 

To make a French pilau dress and cat up 
two chickens, cover with boiling water, and 
cook until tender. Skim out, wash one pint 
of rice, leave enough of the water in which the 
chickens were cook to cook the rice in; 
cover, and when soft take out. Butter a 
sarge pudding dish, put half the rice in the 
bottom, spread butter over it, and put the 
chicken on top. Put pieces of butter between 
the chicken and more over the top, pour on 
the gravy, then the rest ofthe rice, and smooth 
it; beat the yelks of two eggs and spread on 
top of the rice; bake in a moderate oven 
three-fourths of an hour. When you put the 
chicken over to cook remember to add salt. 

For Spanish rolls sift one quart of flour, add 
to it a pinch of salt, one spoonful of yeast, 
two eggs well beaten, and half a pint of milk. 
Kne it and set in a warm place to rise. 
Next morning work in two tablespoonful of 
butter and make the dough into small rolls.

THE MOST POWERFUL sQUAW 
AMONG THE UTE INDIANS. 


She Was the Wife of the Old Chief Ure 
and Is Proud of Once Having Been the 
Belle of Her Tribe—Kindly in Dispo- 
sition, She Is Generous to a Fault—How 
She Lives and Entertains Her Friends— 
Her House Furnished with the Gifts of 
Washington Admirers. 

Always the bravest, strongest, and most 
feared, consequently the best beloved chief 
among the Utes, was old Ure, or Ouray. No 
one had power to change his mind but 
** Copeta.” She was the dearest of all his 

ions, and secure in the love of his great 
savage heart she was not afraidof him. Twice 
in Ute history she persuaded him from leading 
his men ona raid. Once all remained quietly at 
home, the other time a few went, but Ure was 


not their leader. 

Such a pretty little woman she was. When 
Ure first knew her—she was twenty years 
younger then—she was slender and graceful, 
with beautiful hair, hanas, and feet, and such 
eyes! Like a doe, with their soft, black, im- 
measurable depth, 

She dresses now as do the other women, ina 
short calico dress in one piece, moccasins, 
belt, and native ornaments. Her hair, which 
was worn loose over her shoulders and back, 
was cut at Ure’s death as a badge of mourn- 
ing and loneliness. She has her beautifully 
beaded dancing dresses of buckskin, and she 
still uses them in the spring bear dance and 
summer sun dance. Her wraps are the costli- 
est and prettiest Navajo blankets that money 
or ponies can buy, and she has many of them. 

Though having a sweet, kind disposition, as 
have all these childish-hearted women, she is 
very proud. Proud, because she was Ure’s 
squaw and proud because she was in Washing- 
ton, says a writer in the Washington Trening 
Star. ‘She carried back to the Indian settle- 
ment many gifts from friends in Washington, 
last impressions and recollections that made 
many hours around the wick-i-up fire pass de- 
lightfully to the Indian hearers. 

She spoke of the crowds of people as being 
so many all game stars, just like pagoa- 
unates’’ (fishes in the water); of the parks as 
“heap big corrals, with heap big lots of flow- 
ers’’; houses with “ heap big wick-i-ups, lots 
nepootch (little) wick-i-ups inside.“ After 
being here some time she was only too willing 
to turn her face toward the setting sun and, 
after a seven sleeps trip, resume her nat- 
ural life. | 

Ure’s death occurred so soon after this trip 

„ being in mourning,” she made no use 
of her clothes, dishes, or trinkets given her, 
and when she wished to show them to us about 
a year ago, preparatory to their disposal, she 
found they had decreased in number. Many 
dishes had been stolen or borrowed, and 80 
she wisely concluded to sell the remainder or 
give them away before her stock entirely dis- 
appeared, 

Copeta’s Exhibition, 

The day of her exhibition she drove down to 
the agency, stopped at the house where we 
were visiting, and said: You three squaws 
katchum hat. Piqua nina wickup’”’ (go my 
house). As she had a comfortable buck board, 
two well-cared-for horses, and we knew she 
was a good clean cook, we accepted the in- 
vitation.. After a drive of seven miles, nearly 
all the time in sight of the beautiful Green 
River, we reached her home. Several one- 
room log houses, three canvas wickups vary- 
ing in age, color, and size; two brush houses, 
on which the brush is renewed every week, 
thus keeping it always cool and shady, and 
many corrals comprised Copeta’s residence. 

She did not live here alone, for the rich In- 
dians always have many brothers and 
friends who help them spend the extra they 
have. Today Copeta alone entertained us. 
We were first seated in one of the log huts. 
It was carpeted and contained a set of red 
plush furniture that Ure had purchased from 
some officer when he changed posts. Copeta 
brought us water in a willow bottle made by 
herself, and we passed it from mouth to 
mouth, Then Copeta said. Lou wait, 
me put on nina (my) Washington dress.“ 
In a few moments she returned to us in a 
dress of light blue nun’s veiling. O! fair 
blonde whose beauty that dress once covered, 
could you have seen it on Copeta! The train 
and part of the skirt had been cut off and not 
rebound, so was fringed, and Copeta’s well-de- 
veloped figure permitted but the top and bot- 
tom button to be fastened. Consequently her 
ealico dress formed the trimming of the front. 
She wore her leather belt, which is placed 
much below ordinary belt line, thus forming 
a support, and her mvccasins. She aid try 
nigh led slippers, but after wearing them 
a few ininutes she pronounced the Washington 
ladies segoits (idiots) and redonned ser 
more comfortable moccasins.

In another house there was a rude home- 
constructed table covered with a slightly-worn 
damask cloth, which, by its color, must have 
been purchased before the wah.

A 
bouquet of flowers in an elegant cut-glass 
celery dish and an early primrose at each 
plate testified to her love for flowers. At

Copeta had gone to one of the corrals and 
lassoed a goat and milked it, bad also milked 
a cow, so we had the pure, fresh milk to drink, 
also some government coffee, which was not 
so pure. Copéta made the cakes while we 
were eating our venison stew, which had po- 
tatoes and early onions cooked with it, so we 
saw how they were made. She mixed flour, 
water, and baking powder to a stiff dough, 
took out a handful, rolied and shaped it till it 
was thin as a wafer and perfectly round.

The Brave Act of a Young Irish Heroine 
Has Just Received Recognition. 

The chief business of Great Britain seems to 
be supplying the world with youthful heroines. 
Only a few days ago a little 10-year-old girl 
risked her own life to save a drowning play- 
mate. Now Julia Dignam has made for her- 
self a lasting name in Dublin as a commend- 
able humanitarian.” 

Born eighteen years ago, of humble though

heroism for which she has just been presented 
with the silver medal of the Grand Priory of 
the Order of the Hospital of St. John of Jeru- 
salem, at the hands of the Prinee of Wales, 
who is Prior of the Knights Templar order, 
sprang from the true and spontaneous spirit 
which shines out from every line of her in- 
genuous and attractive face. This is the story 
of her brave act: 

One evening in October, 1890, Julia was pre- 
paring for a walk which she meant to take 
with a girlfriend of her own age, when a 
starting scream from the vicinity of an adja- 
cent lime-kiln made her run that way, and she 
there found that the shout had proceeded from 
her friend, who, while on her way to keep the 
appointment, had made the shocking discov- 
ery that two boys, aged respectively 7 and 12 

ears, were smotheri in the lhime-kiln, 

it hout an instant’s hesitation Julia Dignam 
precipitated herself into the kiln in the hope 
of bringing one or other, if not both, to the 
surface alive. The younger of the two she 
dragged first toa place of safety. She then 
returned for the other, but he was quite dead, 
and her only companion on hearing it rushed 
hurrified from the edge of the kiln and lett 
her actually alone with her ghastly charge. 
Her lusty shouts for heip reached the ears of 
one of her brothers, who ran to her assistance, 
and between them they draggea the deceased 
boy to the surface. 

The child of 7 subsequently recovered, and 
at the inquest held by the Coroner on the 
body of his habless young brother Julia's no- 
ble act of beroism came publicly to light. 
For the tardiness of its recognition there 
seems little to account beyond the fact that 
the order from which she so recently received 
the silver medal does not confer decorations 
until a certain number of recipients have had 
their claims suitably set forth for. the notice 
of those in authority. Julia’s journey to Lon- 
don was a vast eveat in her humble little his- 
tory. The autho paid’ her passage 
money and escorted Ker from the station to 
Marlborough House, whete the Prince of 
Wales not only affixed her decoration with his 
own royal hands but spoke many kindly 
words to her, which she will not be likely to 
forget. .

WOMEN ARE DEVOTED. 


The Personal Characteristics of Mile. Jeanne 


Chauvin Are Not in Keeping with Her 


Choice of Profession—She Is Diffident in 
Manner in Spite of Her Title of Doctor 
of Law—Miss Ormerod’s Honors Lie 
Thick Upon Her—She Cherishes Intense 
Enthusiasm for Insecta. : 

Mite. Jeanne Chauvin has been a much ex- 
ploited young woman. Everybody knows the 
circumstances under which she recently took 
her degree as Doctor of Laws in Paris, how 


the curious mob interfered with her first at- 


tempt at examination, how successfully she 
stood the test when it was finally given, and 
how she is the first woman to be so distin- 
guished by the faculty of the Paris Law 
School. Little, however, hae been written 
about Mlle. Chauvin’s personal characteristics 
and not one person ina million knows how 
she looks. 7 

She is the very opposite of the strong- 
minded type of woman. She is below the 
middle height, and diffident in her manner; 
but when called upon to give an opinion she 
speaks in a quiet way that carries conviction 
with it. It is hardly necessary to say that she 
is an inveterate hard worker. hen ques- 
tioned on her favorite hours for study, the 
other day, she answered: I am always stud- 

ing.“ And it is manifest that she has neg- 
lected all the ordinary pleasures of youth to 
give herself up entirely to intellectual 
pursuits. Her favorite studies are philosophy 
and law; purely literary and artistic tastes she 
has none. She dates the first steps of her 
educational career from the time when she 
was sorrowing for the loss of her father, a 
notary of Seine and Marne. 

Family ties are strong in Mlle. Jeanne 
Chauvin. Mme. Chauvin, a woman of much 
intellectual ability, who, while aiding and 
abecting her daughter in all her schemes, pre- 
vented her from assuming that masculine 
style which is in such direct contradiction 
with French habits and customs. Mlle. 
Jeanne Chauvin is a womanly woman witha

masculine grasp of intellect. Her modest 
demeanor so pleased the judges before whom 
she appeared for examination. that they fell 
into the error of treating her with a | marry 
with which she would gladly have dispensed 
for she would have preferred having her 
arguinents questioned, that she might have 
had the honor of supporting her doctrines 
with that ready wit Poa clearness of judgment 
which can only be obtained by the thorough 
mastery of asubject. This would have been 
more important if she had intended to take 
her place at the bar and try to obtain for her- 
self a privilege hitherto denied to her sex. 
But Mile. Chauvin has stadied the history of 
the PKN too profoundly not to be con- 
vinced of the vanity of such a pretension on 
her part, and she is contented to have built 
up a foundation for the future triumph of her 
ideas with respect to feminine equality, and, 
so far as she herself is concérned, to settle 
down as a professor of law at one of the Paris 
lyeées for girls, to which she expects to be 
shortly nom inated, 

Mile. Chauvin has, however, distinct views 
of her own in regard to women’s relations to 
the various professions, some of which she 
has set forth in her thesis which has been pub- 
lished in book form. The first portion of the 
volume is devoted to the women of antiq- 
uity ana the circumstances and con- 
ditions which governed them. In the 
second part lle. Chauvin passes in 
review the writers who have exerted their 
influence for and against progressive 
moveinent, and traces the advance that 
been made in primary and secondary femi- 
nine education since the French revolution. 
Long chapters are given to the legal and med- 
ical professions, another to the various public 
functions held by the women of America. She 
alsu touches lightly on the literary and artistic 
professions practiced by women, not forget- 
ting the commercial views of the woman” 
question and that relating to woman’s suffrage. 
She advocates a limited form of franchise 
merely as a stepping stone to absolute equality 
between the sexes in ali matters private, so- 
cial, and political. 

Another woman who belongs in the same 


category with Mlle. Chauvin, in that she is 


clever and unmarried, is Miss Eleanor A. Or- 
merod. She has the better part of her career 
behind her, however, while Mlle. Chauvin is 
looking forward to hers. 

Miss Ormerod was born at Ledbury Park, 
England. From her earliest childhood Miss 
Ormerod was excessively fond of observing

plant and animal life. Her education was 
conducted at home under the supervision of a 
wise and clever mother, whose chief care was 
that all studies undertaken should be careful- 
ly learned and thoroughly mastered. To this 
judicious early got ce Bey iss Ormerod attrib- 
utes the succese which attended her studies 
as a specialist. 

The real work of her life began in 1868, 
when the formation of the collection of econ- 


omic entomology was set on foot 74 the Royal 


Horticultural Society and the South Kensing- 
ton Department. Mr. Andrew Murray, cura- 
tor of the museum, who was in communica- 
tion with her, suggested special investigations, 
and she contributed specimens illustrative of 
insect depredations, for which the silver floral 
medal of the Royal Horticultural Suciety was 
awarded to her in recognition of her services. 
In 1872 Miss Ormerod represented British 
natural history modeling from life at the In- 
ternational exhibition held in Moscow, for 
which she received the silver medal, and also 


thé gold medal of honor of the University of | 


Moscow. In 1878 she was elected a Feliow of 
the Meteorological Society, being the first 
woman ever admitted to Fellowship. Her 
Manual of Injurious Insects was pub- 
lished in and followed in 1884 
by her Guide of Insect Life,“ and she is 


now engaged on the preparation of an en- 


la edition under the title ot A Text Book 

of Agricultural Eutomology.

lets of the Louis XIII. epoch, ana so on to the 
extravagances of theera of powder. Here is 
a reproduction of the famous coitfure in which 


a ship at full sail is represented in miniature 


on the summit of the high-raised, much-pow- 
dered locks of a fashionable belle, the mimic 
ocean in which the vessel rests being com posed 
of ee pale-green gauze interwoven with 
pearls, 
Also very odd to our modern taste seems 
the way in which a Merveilleuse of the Di- 
rectory has her red gold locks curled ia a 
close crop all over her head, and adorned at 
the back witn a bunch of tightly curled ring- 
lets standing up straight and fully six inches 
high. The Minerva headdress of the era of 
the Consulate is a helmet in shaded lilac 
velvet, worn at the back of the head, and 
with the curly tresses of the wearer just ap- 
pearing over the forehead under the brim, 
very much after the fashion of the modern 
„bang.“ The Empress Josephine is shown 
as the originator of that most artistic coiffure, 
the hair dressed low and flat and the head en- 


circled with a wreath of graduated rosea, the 


largest set just above the brow, so as to give 
the garland the effect of a diadem. Next 
we come to the high puffs and bows in hair 
that used to disfigure the heads of our grand- 
mothera. And last of all we have the style 
introduced by the Empress Eugénie, with 
her blonde locks turned back from her fore- 
head over templea, and falling in large 
curls at the back, and also that which was 
made popular by the Princess of Wales on her 
first arrival in land, with the single long 
curl falling on the neck. But there were no
